Convention Disputes Mrs. Parlby'’s Declaration—Testimonial Recom- 
mended to Dr. Park for War on Charlatans — Child Welfare 
Work Endorsed—Dr. Stewart's Address on Tuberculosis

A letter from Mrs. Walter Parlby, 
who has just resigned as president of 
the United Farm Women’s Association 
of Alberta, which was read at Wed- 


nesday afternoon's session of the 
Alberta Medical Association, caused 
considerable discussion among the 
members of that body. Mrs. Parlby, 


in her letter, suggested that some of 
the medical men practicing in the 
country districts were incompetent 
and unprogressive and not keeping up 
with the times and recommending 
that there should be a re-examination 
of all practicing medical men, by 
authorities, at least every five years, 
to determine thelr competency. 

This view was vigorously combatted 
by a number of the doctors in attend- 
ance at the convention. It was de- 
clared that while here and there there 
might be found a medical man who 
was not keeping abreast with the re- 
quirements of his profession that this 
was the exception and not the rule 
and that the great majority were 
keeping up with their studies, read 
the new books and papers and were, 
generally speaking, quite competent 
to carry on their work. Some of the 
speakers were of the opinion, more- 
over, that all the incompetent physic- 
ians were not to be found in the coun- 
try alone, but that some were to be 
found in the larger centers as well. 

It was also held that this was not 
a matter with which the Alberta Medl- 
cal Asseciation was called upon to 
deal but one that the Provincial Medi- 
cal Council should take up. It was 
held that the statement made by Mrs. 
Parlby was an extreme one and 
founded on extreme cases 

The secretary, Dr. T. H. Whitelaw, 
of Edmonton, and Pr. Galbraith of 
Lethbridge were deputed to write a 
reply to Mrs. Parlby’s letter which 


should express the opinions of the 
association. 
Session Opens 
The two-day convention of the 


aseociation, which is meeting at the 
University, is being attended by about 
fifty medical men from ail parts of 
the province. Dr. D. G. Revell, the

Routine business occupied the first 
meeting. The Liquor and Drug Acts

Open Evening Meeting 

An open public meeting was held 
in the evening in the First Presbyte- 
rian Church. A fairly large audience 
was present and His Honor Lieut.- 
Gov. Brett occupied the chair. The 
speaker of the evening was Dr. Stew- 
art of tuberculosis sanitarium, Nin- 
ette, Man., who gave an interesting 
address on the subject of tuberculosis. 
Mayor Evans welcomed the members 
of the association to Edmonton and 
several members of the provincial 
cabinet spoke briefly. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, in calling 
to order, took occasion to review the 
recent public health legislation in this 
province, outlining the legislation 
which had been passed and the work 
of the department based upon it. 

Premier Stewart referred to the 
work of the medical men in France, 
and said that a debt of gratitude was 
due from all the people to them and 
to the nurses for the work they had 
done and were doing. The greatest 
problem in this province, the problem 
which the government would have to 
solve, was that of affording adequate 
medical service to the rural regions. 
He had just returned with Mr. Mac- 
Kay from the north country and the 
one question which had been repeat- 
edly asked of them was whether a 
medical doctor, or at least a nurse, 
could be sent into the remote rural 
districts. 
him that adequate medical service 
was the great necessity of the outlying 
regions, s0 that the people would not 
suffer. 

Mayor Evans, in tendering the mu- 
nicipal welcome, paid a tribute to the 
devotion and services of the doctors at 
home as well as those who were at the 
front, and who, if not called to fac@ 
shells faced the germ of disease with 
equal courage. 

Minister of Education 

Hon. Geo. P. Smith took occasion to 
acknowledge the kindness and co-op- 
eration which he had had at the hands 
of the medical men of the province in 
the establishment of the provincial 
health department. It was most gra- 
tifying and made his work easy. He 
bespoke equally generous treatment 
for his successor in office, Hon. A. G. 
MacKay. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney general, 
testified that. as Minister of Educa- 
tion, he had always been interested in 
the work of the legislature, and that 
he had never found the medical men 
seeking what he termed “close cor- 
poration” legislation. 

Hon. A. G. McKay, Minister of Mu- 
nicipalities and Public Health, said 
that seventeen acts had been passed 
by the Alberta legislature dealing with 
the subject of public health. Under 
Mr. Smith's administration of the 
public health department seventeen 
hospital districts had already been 
in two 
districts hospitals had been voted. 
In eight others the process had made 
good headway and they were ready to 
go ahead with the scheine, and in the 
rest matters were in the initial stage. 


In some quarters there had been pre- | 
| judice against the medical profession, 


but the speaker concurred with Mr. 
Boyle in his opinion that the legisla- 
tion they had sought had always been 
for the benefit of the people and not 
for their own profession. He took 
his hat off to the doctors. No mem- 
bers of any profession were doing a 
more noble or philanthropic work. 


Dr. Stewart's Address 


Dr. Stewart, in opening his address, 
asked why it was that of al! the dis- 
eases man was heir to. tuberculosis 
was selected as a subject of discourse. 
He answered his own question by say- 
ing that the universality of tuberculo- 
sis, the great number of deaths and 
disability resulting from it, and the 
fact that it was a dise@se not to be 
conquered in the laboratory or by ex- 
perts but by the people themselves 
were the reasons. 

Dr. Stewart quoted figures to show 
that in the western provinces the 
death rate from tuberculosis was from 
65 to 100 per 100,000. In Alberta it 
was about 66 per 100,000. The pro- 
portion grew higher going east until in 
Montreal {t was 212. For all Canada 
it was 140. Tuberculosis caused one 
death in ten or twelve generally, and 
in the towns one in every eight. This 
was not the whole story. As the cas- 
ualty list included wounded, sick and 
prisoners as well as the killed, so there 
must be considered the number dis- 
abled or rendered inefficient by tu- 
berculosis. For every death there 
were three or four disabled. It would 


not be far from the mark to say that | 


the efficiency of the people was im- 
paired pretty well up to 60 per cent 
by tuberculosis. 

In the four years of war Canada had 
lost approximately 60.000 soldiers 
killed, while in the same time there 
had been 45,00 deaths from tubercu- 
losis. These deaths were not for any 
good cause, but were an absolute loss. 
Moreover, it was not confined to feur 
years, but was going on all the time. 

While a germ was an Indirect cause 
of tuberculosis, the direct cause was

Southern People Alarmed at Re.

Edmonton official authorities are 
still working hard to secure a mili- 
tary camp in this city for the win- 
ter. No official announcement has 
been made but Calgary people fear 
that a portion of the soldiers in 
training may be moved to this city. 
The Calgary Herald says: 

“Calgary will have to look to its 
laurels if it 1s to retain the soldiers’ 
camp here. Information from a 
thoroughly reliable source has reach- 
ed The Herald that Edmonton is 
again making the strongest possible 
bid to have the soldiers this winter 
quartered in the northern city, and 
from what has already transpired it 
would not be very surprising, unless 


the city wakes up, that such a trans-| 


ference will be made. 

“It may be remembered that two 
years ago it was only by the strong 
attitude adopted by General Cruik- 
shank, then the G.O.C. of this district, 
that the camp was not split between 
Calgary and Edmonton. 

“From what The Herald hears now, 
efforts on the part of Edmonton peo- 
ple have again been renewed with re- 
doubled vigor, and it is stated that 
the northern city has already offered 
very considerable inducement to Ot- 
tawa in the way of free water, to 
build commodious barracks, construct 
an asphalt road to the camp, and 
other concessions which inay carry 
very considerable weight with the 
military headquarters, 

“At the present time the city of Cal- 
gary makes a charge for water sup- 


plied. to the camp, the last bill 
amounting to some $700. Local busi- 
nessmen are considerably disturbed 


by the report and it is expected that 
some concerted action will be taken 
to combat the claims of the northern 
city.”

the impairment of resistance, causing 
a breakdown of the system which 
enabled the disease to get the upper 
hand. It was not hereditary and not 
due to infection. A breaking down, 
a lessening of resistance due to other 
diseases was the main cause. The dis- 
ease followed typhoid and measies and 
influenza and the common cold were 
to be blamed for many an incipient 
case. 

The speaker did not think that our 
modern houses, even the best of them, 
and our modern way of living were 
as good as they might be in combat- 
ting the disease, and he asserted that 
{t was not hard work but the over 
expenditure of energy, often on play, 
that was responsible for the break- 
down in many cases, 

In the west tuberculosis followed 
the curve of the cost of fuel. Fresh 
air in the winter time was desirable, 
but it cost money tn the shape of fuel. 

The speaker believed that ,contrary 
to general belief, tuberculosis was 
no more prevalent in the army than 
it was in civil Mfe. Many of the cases 
which had occurred among soldiers 
had been incipient at the time of en- 
listment. He estimated that the en- 
listment of men who had incipient or 
advanced cases of tuberculosis at the 
time they signed on had cost Canada 
$5,000,000. 

He also declared that the gas used 
in modern warfare, bad as its results 
Were, was not responsible for tuber- 
culosis,

of commercial enterprise,” said Mr. 
Adams. “you have spent a great 
many millions in creating an industry 
here. You have got to get some of 
that money back before you do any 
more.” 

Mr. Adams, whose presence in Ed- 
monton is connected with the scheme 
of town-planning now being consider- 
ed by the cities of Alberta, enlarged 
upon some of the chief reasons for 
this being done. Primarily, it was 
for the health of the people; secondly, 
for the economic use of the land: 
and thirdly, efficiency in the: means 
of communication. They could claim 
reasonably good health in their cities. 


| but with regard to the economic use of 


the land, their optimism and specula- 
tion had placed them in such a posi- 
tion that the land which was lying 
nearest to their markets was lying idle 
and unproductive, and, said the speak- 
er, this situation had arisen to be the 
bane of the rural population as well 
as that of the cities. In this con- 
nection Mr. Adams said that there was 
a rural problem as well as a cit? one, 


jfor here they had isolation and pov- 


erty side by side, as bad as any over- 


| crowding and poverty in any of the 
worst of slum city districts. Due to 
their system of division and settle- 


ment, they found families isolated on 
land which was incapable of produc- 
ing sufficient to keep any one fam- 
ily, where, owing to the isolation, no 
education, medical treatment or relig- 
ious instruction was to be procured, 
and as the result there were cases of 
social crime worse than any found in 
the city slums. Under these condi- 
tions how was it possible for the chil- 
dren to grow up in that state of vigor 
that was to be desired for the national 
need, and speaking particularly with 
regard to the returned soldiers, how 
could they «end them out to face such 
conditions? 
Urges Action by Government 

Mr. Adams asserted that even if it 
cost money there was a necessity for 
the government to take over these ac- 
cessible areas that were now idle and 
render them available under condl- 
tions that would make 
productive 

Reverting to the case of the cities. 
he said that here similar conditions 
were to be found. They had great, 
open areas, and in contrast congested 
spaces where there were insufficient 
light and air for those who occupied 
the buildings. In places where land 
was high in price there was an imme- 
diate tendency to build towers of Bab- 
el to oecupy the land. Take Jasper 
avenue, for instance. Land was val- 
uvable there and it suggested a street 
of high buildings. They had to plan 
that those who occupied them did not 
suffer from congestion. When a man 
covered 90 to 100 per cent of his lot 
with a building he was taking air and 
light from someone else. 

Alluding to the development of 
cities having proceeded along the 
wrong lines, and miles of sewer and 
water mains laid along the front of 
lots that would not be occupled for 
years to come, he cited the case of a 
ward in Vancouver where a survey 
was made. This ward had been sub- 
divided by the provincial government 
into twenty-five foot lots for artisans’ 
homes. There were 4,400 people in 
the ward and $1,800,000 had heen 
spent in improvements. The result 
was that at the present time 


of water main, 65 feet of sewer, and 
the whole cost divided equally would 


have made the price of each lot $3,672 | 


before a single brick was laid for a 
building. What artisan or skilled 
laborer could have earned sufficient 
to pay that for his land? Take an- 
other instance, at Calgary. There was 
a subdivision where the assessment 
was such that the owners paid in an- 
nual taxes $17 per lot to the city, and 
this subdivision was close to the street 
railway and all the city conveniences 
In this case Mr. Adams emphasized 
the point that the individual contribu- 
tion to the city was altogether Inade- 
quate to the eum that cities as Cal- 
gary, Edmonon and Ottawa had to 
spend yearly per head of the popula- 


tion on education and the other needs | 


of municipal expenditure. He sald he 
stated these cases not to suggest that 
the citizens were not doing their part, 
but that here was somehing wrong 
with the system, and that there was 
something wrong besides speculation. 


Reconstruction the Remedy 

To remedy, he would suggest recon- 
struction as the best method, and he 
remarked that the present was the 
time to deal with these matters, and 
to follow the example of Britain and 
the United States. who in this respect 
admitted that they were willing to fol- 
low the lead of Britain. Personally 
Mr. Adams said he did not think very 
good times would come after the war. 


He thought there would be a period | 


of over production, low prices and 
excess of labor 

In the first place, he said, they 
should throw away the old idea that 
all land in the city was building land. 
Why do away with agric@itural land 
where it should best thrive? Edmon- 
ton was not too big; they wanted land 
within the limits, but not the so-called 
building land. 

Therefore he advocated the estab- 
lishment of a centre which would he 
sufficient to take care of all the build- 
ing development for the next thirty or 
forty years, then a district that might 
be developed as semi-agricultural com- 
munities, and next agricultural land

Archbishop Ireland recently cele- 
brated his eightieth birthday. Short- 
ly afterwards he suffered a second re- 
lapse and his condition became grave. 
The archbishop was in frail health for 
a year. Last winter he went to Flor- 
ida. When he returned early in the 
spring he suffered a breakdown and 
for several days was at the point of 
death. After his physicians had prac- 
tically abandoned hope for his recov- 
ery he improved rapidly and almost 
immediately after he was able to leave 
his "bed he celebrated solemn high 
mass at the cathedral. He was born 
in Ireland in 1838 and was the son of 
a carpenter. During the civil war he 
was chaplain of the Fifth Minnesota 
regiment.
